Mr. Edgar's book, which is designed for upper high school courses, is the 
product of over ten years' experient e in the classroom. Every feature has been 
repeatedly tested. 

The course is divided into chapters on the various Qualities of good English — 
Unity; Orderliness; Proportion; Clearness; Grammatical Correctness; Force- 
fulness; Appropriateness of Wording; Variety; Smoothness; Conciseness. 

The treatment follows a definite, structural plan — no fads or hobbies are 
forced upon the user. The amount of theory, simple and distinct, is kept to 
the minimum and the minimum is treated in full with full apparatus for practice.

Exercises Are Numerous 

The book abounds in exercise material. There are eighty groups of exercises 
representing a gradual accumulation revised in accordance with working results. 
They cover the whole ground, and each is Jong enough for separate, individual 
assignment, for home work, for class practice, for advanced work, and reviews. 
In this respect A Minimum Course in Rhetoric is unique. 

Valuable Appendix Material 

There are seventeen appendixes, containing additional rhetorical matter, a 
review of grammar, spelling lessons, theme subjects, suggested lesson assignments, 
a glossary of common violations of pure English, versification, rules of punctua- 
tion, "words often confused, " etc., etc. The practical and comprehensive nature 
of the appendix material is a most valuable feature of the book. The actual 
course is held to the minimum and three-quarters of the volume is devoted to the 
appendixes, covering what is difficult, special, minute or miscellaneous, to meet 
special needs.
